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Wisdom at the top 


President-elect Carter will get his due share of praise and 
criticism in the United States for his chosen cabinet members. 
The process of cabinet-making in America is primarily of do¬ 
mestic interest, ard thus beyond our concern, but two things 
in Mr. Carter’s cabinet deserve special universal comment, 
indeed, even praise. These are his decisions to name blacks 
and women to important posts, and to name. Mr. James Schle- 
singer as the nation’s energy chief. Both decisions will pay off 
handsomely and fully in the future, not next month; but in 
m akin g them Mr. Carter has started in motion processes of 
vital importance to both the United States and the world. 


The naming of blacks and women to the American cabinet 
is not new, but the deliberate forcefulness with which Mr. 
Carter has gone about doing this during the past month indi¬ 
cates a deeper instinct within him that augurs well for the 
stirrings in the United States that seek to promote humanism 
at the highest levels of government. There is an important 
symbolic-psychological element to naming blacks and women 
with the gusto that Mr. Carter has practiced in these appoint¬ 
ments. This is the major visibility that is given to the black 
and female appointees and appointments, a visibility of crucial 
importance to elevating the professional aspirations of young 
blacks and women in America, and thus of other minority 
groups. The point is subtle, but significant. Whether Andrew 
Young, Patricia Harris or Juanita Kreps turn out to be good 
or bad public servants is besides the point. It is also meaning¬ 
less to suggest, as some have already done, that a black U.N. 
representative will be, by.nature, more sympathetic to the 
positions of Third World countries, especially in a post such 
as that of U.N. ambassador where actions' are dictated from 
Washington. What is of lasting importance is that the personal 
suggestions and concerns of blacks and women will now be 
injected into the top-level decision-making processes in the 
United States with more vigour and clout. The only thing this 
will do, by nature, is promote a fuller mix of strategic and 
tactical options for American policy-makers, a mix from which 
it is increasingly probable that more reasoned and humane 
plans of action shall flow. American blacks and women are 
both, in their own ways, the victims of special kinds of psy¬ 
chological and material oppression. If they can be plugged 
into the top-level decision-making currents In the United 
States, the chances are thus increased that they will spread 
the stark fessons of oppression to more top-level people, and 
thus in turn increase the chances of minimis ing new policies 
of oppression that are carried out in the name of all the Ame¬ 
rican people. If this is what Mr. Carter seeks, then he is to 
be applauded. 


The appointment of Mr. Schlesinger as America’s energy 
czar is a fine move in two ways: Because Mr. Schlesinger 
himself is a no-nonsense fellow who can be expected to tell the 
American people bluntly that they had better wake up soon 
and formulate a serious energy policy, and because he shall 
command a unit at the highest level of government that will 


be able to put this new policy into effect .He is the right man, 
and the right job has been created for him. It shall soon 
become apparent — Mr. Schlesinger works quickly — that 
serious energy conservation policies and alternate energy 
research to mini m ise American dependence on oil will help 
the United States and the entire world in the long run. Mr. 
Schlesinger has already clearly indicated that he will push hard 
on the energy conservation front. If Mr. Carter makes sure 
that this wisdom will be translated into action, he shall deserve 
to be applauded twice.

Jordan, Syria to 
unify laws of 
Security Forces 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AI Dustour wrote the following 
Thursday about His Majesty King 
Hussein’s visit to the Wadi Araba 
area in south Jordan: 

“His Majesty the King has em¬ 
phasised the strong bond between 
man and earth in our country, a 

link which intensifies our affilia¬ 
tion to our one big family under 
the shade of love and cooperation, 
and which leads us into achiev¬ 
ing a' better and more dignified 
life for our generation... 

"His Majesty gave prominence 
to this significant idea in his 
speech during a visit to the Wadi 
Araba Multi-purpose Cooperative 
Society Wednesday. 

“The King’s visit was meant to 
give his blessing, encouragement 
and support to the pioneering ef¬ 
forts aimed at developing the stra¬ 
tegically important Wadi Araba 
area, increasing its population and 
creating a cohesive society there 
enjoying stability and much-need¬ 
ed public utilities, so that it will 
achieve, greater production and 
prosperity.” 

AI Dustour indicates that the 
Wadi Araba project was a fruit of 
Jordan’s Five-Year Development 
Plan and an example of positive 
work between the Cooperatives’ 
Organisation, the Natural Resour¬ 


ces Authority and the Ministry 
of Agriculture. 

Continuing its remarks this 
week on what it calls “the Arab 
peace offensive,” AI Ra’i Thurs¬ 
day said it wanted to put on re¬ 
cord the following points concern¬ 
ing all peace activities. First, the¬ 
se peace activities do not ask Wa¬ 
shington to let Israel show “good 
intention’’ at the present stage by 
halting its plans for settlement in 
(he Jordan Valley, the Golan and 
the West Bank. But, the paper ad¬ 
ds, "the party which also has to 
show ’good intention’ is the Pa¬ 
lestine Liberation Organisation, 
which by recognising Israel, will 
have removed three-quarters of 
the problem.”- 

Second, Washington has not 
been asked to show “good inten¬ 
tion” itself by freezing the tre¬ 
mendous arms deals which have 
made Israel “the biggest military 
arsenal in the Mediterranean ba¬ 
sin.” 

Third, the peace activities have 
not asked Washington to use its 
influence either to confirm the 
present Israeli prime minister in 
his position or to replace him by 
someone who can take a decision. 

Washington knows very well 
that through the provocation of a 
cabinet crisis during the coming 
six months, Israel aims to evade 
taking decisions. “It was, there¬ 
fore, a predetermined crisis,” Ai 
Ra'i thinks. 


AMMAN (JT). — A delegation 
from the Ministry of Interior will 
shortly leave for Damascus to 
conduct, with a Syrian team a 
study on unifying the rules and 
laws of the ministries of interior 
in Syria and Jordan sources of 
the Ministry of Interior said here 
Thursday.

Col. Ghazi Jarrar. 


The committee recommended 
the possibility of holding a special 
session of the U.N. Security Coun¬ 
cil to discuss the Jerusalem ques¬ 
tion and Israeli acts of desecration 
and vandalism in the holy city. 

The committee also recommen¬ 
ded the mobilization of public opi¬ 
nion in the Islamic World on Je¬ 
rusalem and its sufferings under 
Zionist occupation. 

It recommended speeding up 
implementation of the resolution 
of the 7th Islamic foreign minis¬ 
ters’ conference on Jerusalem 
Fund and raising of funds to sup¬ 
port it. 

The committee requested the 
Secretariat General of the Islamic 
Congress Organisation to publici¬ 
se in different languages the prac¬ 
tices of racist Zionism. 

It called for supporting the Pa¬ 
lestinian people in its just strug¬ 
gle for the re institution of its le¬ 
gitimate rights in accordance with 
U.N. charter and principles.

The 
specification was drawn up by many-Umes British aerobatic champion, Neil Williams, based on his 
experience of flying many different aeroplanes made In various countries. The aircraft was designed 
and constructed under the supervision of Prof. Denis Howe of the Cranfield Institute of Technology 
and has a wing-span of 10 metres. It is powered hy a 210 h.p. Rolls-Royce Continental 10-360D en¬ 
gine driving a variable pitch propeller -- invaluable in the more complex manoeuvres. The engine 
has been co n v er ted to a dry sump oil system to ensure a constant flow of oil, even in sustained inver¬ 
ted flight. The body has a steel tubular frame around which are placed plywood formers and a ply¬ 
wood and fabric outer covering. The wing and tail surfaces are of light alloy stressed-skin construc¬ 
tion and the machine has a safety factor of 1J» times the expected load - - acceleration up to 9g 
upwards Mid 6g downwards.
